Virtual Civil 
War Erupts 


In Vietnam

SIAGON, Indochina, Dec. 6 H— 
Virtual civil war broke out in 
Vietnam today between the par- 
tisans and opponents of Premier 
Ngo Dinh Diem. 

The 63rd Battalion of the Viet- 
mamese national army attacked 
and seized the military post of 
Cana, 140 miles north of Saigon, 
capital of non-Communist Viet- 
nam. The battalion favors Pre- 
mier Diem and thus finds itself 
arrayed against most of the 
army, which supports fermer 
chief of staff Gen. Nyguen Van 
Hinh, the premier’s principal 
enemy. 

Acting in the name of the pre- 
mier, the battalion, in seizing the 
post and capturing its garrison, 
effectively cut the main coastal 
route (the Mandarine route) 
which connects Saigon with Hue,

Nation Can Afford 
Adequate Schools 


Two reports dealing with education 
released over the weekend again point 
up the plight of the nation’s schools. The 
problem is not confined to Georgia but 
is nationwide. It is not easing up but be- 
coming worse. 

The National Education Association 
says that upwards of 700,000 children 
are being short-changed educationally 
this year because of shortages of quali- 
fied teachers and building space. That 
number are on half-day or similar part- 
time arrangements and many thousands 
of others are in overcrowded classrooms. 

The NEA also points to census figures 
that show in October, 1953, a total of 
4.559.000 children between the ages of 
5 and 17 were not attending school at 
all—27 per cent of them between 14 and 
17. But this fall there are more than 
1,250,000 new pupils enrolled to run the 
total actually in school to 30,179,357— 
the highest in history. And the overflow 
in the lower grades is now graduating to 
high schools. 

The other report presented conclu- 
sions Of a committee of 15 prominent 
business leaders and public figures, 
headed by Beardsley Ruml. Its study 
was made for the National Citizens Com- 
mission for the Public Schools, headed 
by Roy E. Larson, president of Time, 
Incorporated. 

This committee finds that this coun- 
try will have 48,000,000 children of 
school age by 1965, in contrast to to~ 
day’s 36,000,000. To take care of them the 
country must be prepared to spend sub- 
stantially more for education than it is 
now spending. 

The present $9,000,000,000 being spent 
on @ducation annually will have to be 
increased at least another $5,000,000,000 
just to maintain present standards. If 
teacher salaries are to be increased and 
similar needs met, about $10,000,000,000 
will be required. 7 

In addition, 950,000 new classrooms 
will have to be built at a cost of about 
$32,000,000,000. 

The committee, which spent 3% 
years on its job, makes one categorical 
statement: The United States has the 
economic resources to pay for its schools. 
Its citizens must accept the inevitable. 

By 1965 the nation’s productivity will 
reach an estimated $525,000,000,000. Act- 
ually, the committee points out, the in- 
crease for public education in 1965 will 
be only 3 to 6 per cent of the total in- 
creasé in the national output. As enroll- 
ment continues to increase, a total of 
only 3.6 per cent of the total national 
product will be required for public edu- 
cation. 

The country can afford to finance 
adequate education, the committee con- 
cludes. The big problem is how to make 
available for education needs a rela- 
tively small percentage of our national 
income and production. 

The people of Georgia and of every 
other state must accept responsibility for 
educating their children. They can af- 
ford it—regardless of gripes about taxes. 


x * * 
More Camps and Jails 
Or More Good Citizens? 


Georgia has made great progress in 
penal reform since the days of the chain 
gang and sweat box. But the millenium 
still is far dfstant. 

The state prison at Reidsville, once a 
model of its kind, is dangerously over- 
crowded. Some state work camps are sub- 


, standard, and many county prisons, like 


Fulton Tower, scarcely can’ carry the 
burden demanded of them. | 

To meet this condition the state and 
the counties can build and build and 
build, trying to stay ahead of increas- 
ing population and a growing crime rate 
with higher walls and stronger bars. 

Or, as suggested by Charles Pannell 
chairman of the State Parole Board, and 
J. B. Hatchett, assistant director of cor- 
rections, Georgia can institute a state- 
wide probation system. 

Appearing Sunday on WSB-TV’s 
Press Gallery, both men said such a sys- 
tem would reduce the number of those 
in prison, lower expenses, and what is 
most important, remake many criminals 
into productive members of society. 

Mr. Hatchett pointed out that a great 
number of state prisoners are serving 
time for misdemeanors, These prisoners 
as well, as Georgia, would be better off 
if probation were a statewide practice, 
rather than something confined to a hand- 
ful of counties, 

The administration of Gov.-Elect 
Marvin Griffin will be faced with a num- 
ber of serious problems. The question of 
more prisons or more probation is one of 
them. . 

Another is the selection of a parole 
board chairman who can live up to the 
standard’ set by Chairman Charles Pan- 
nell, who it is rumored, will be looking 


_for another job when the new adminis- 


tration takes over. 


The Nationalists Won't 
Surrender in Honduras 


Here we go again, more trouble in 
Central America, this time in Honduras, 
the rugged land that lies between Guate- 
mala, San Salvador and Nicaragua. 

It began nearly a year ago, at the 
time the Communists in Guatemala were 
beginning to make headlines. There was a 
serious workers’ strike on the banana 
plantations along the Honduras Coast. 

Then came a presidential election last 
October in which none of the candidates 
received a majority. Under Honduras 
law, this threw the election into Con- 
gress. When Congress met, all parties but 
the Liberals boycotted the session. Act- 
ing President Julio Lozano dissolved the 
Congress, named himself the chief of 
state, and announced that with the help 
of an advisory council, hé would run the 
country until the situation returned to 
normal. This he said, may be a couple 
of years. 

Acting President Lozano is a member 
of the Nationalist Party. The Nation- 
alist candidate; strong man and former 
president Tiburico Carias Andino, polled 
31 per cent of the vote. The Reform 
candidate, Abraham WiNiams Calderon, 
got 21 per cent. The Liberal contender 
was Ramon Villedas Morales, who won 
48 per cent of the vote, three per cent 
less than was necessary for election. 

Regardless of the election returns, 
the Nationalists remain in power, and 
the old dictator Carias Andino, probably 
will run the country through Lozano, as 
he has been running Honduras for nearly 
20 years. 

Despite Lozano’s assurances of in- 
terior peace and calm, the fact remains 
that a presidential candidate with a big 
plurality of the popular vote has been 
barred from office. From such acts spring 
the kind of resentment that bring on 
revolution and bloodshed, and provide 
the kind of openings that the Commu- 
nists have learned to use so well.

People Who Use Roads 
Must Pay for Them 


Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin indicated 
Saturday that he might change his mind 


about toll roads if the federal govern-. 


ment wants to pay for building them—as 
Gen. Lucius Clay hinted last week. 

Mr. Griffin is to be commended for 
his attitude. If that is the direction in 
which the federal road building program 
is moving, Georgia possibly would he left 
in the cold if the state should spurn the 
idea. 

Gen. Clay, chairman of President Ei- 
senhower’s advisory commission on high- 
ways, said that under the federal high- 
way aid program for interstate highways 
the government would reimburse states 
for money they spend on interstate toll 
roads. 

The idea is somewhat revolutionary. 
It stems from the urgent need for more 
and better roads and the difficulty in 
financing them. More and more authori- 
ties have reached the conclusion that toll 


roads provide one answer. Such an ar- 


rangement by the federal government to 
stimulate their building would just about 
double the present highway building po- 
tential and plans. 

As for the need for roads, in 1948 
there were 40,000,000 registered vehicles 
in this country. In 1954 there are 58,000,- 
000 and by 1965 there will be an esti- 
mated 81,000,000. Highway building is 
not keeping pace and existing highways 
are being destroyed faster than they are 
being replaced. 

Our wheel-borne economy demands 
roads unless we are to slide backward 
and see a continued increase of death and 
destruction on inadequate highways. And 
in the final analysis, the people who use 
the roads will just have to pay for them. 


A Modern Jet Bomber 
Is a Costly Machine 


Eight million design hours are re- 
quired to design one modern jet bomber, 
reports the Aircraft Industries Associa- 
tion. By way of comparison, that is equal 
to a team of 15 engineers working eight 
hours a day every day of every year from 
1776 to 1954. 

In other words, 8,000,000 work hours 
are used up before a modern heavy jet 
bomber even reaches the production 
stage. The complications that must be 
overcome between the drawing boards 
and the flight line take additional time. 

The report shows why it sometimes 
takes years to get a plan into service 
from the time designing begins. Very 
often a design is obsolete before produc- 


_ tion can start. But the work of designing 


and improving must go on if the country 
is to maintain supremacy in the air. 

The statement also shows why modern 
aviation is such an expensive project. The 
expense is necessary, however, if we are 
to survive in the age of jets and atomic 
bombs.

Soil Erosion Silently Eats 
Into the Nation’s Vitality 


The members of the Soil Conservation Society of America are 
concerned with the preservation and improvement of a natural re- 
source that is fundamental to the health and strength of the Ameri- 


can people. 


In at least two senses, the land, or the soil, is the nation’s most 


valuable natural resource. 


It is particularly true in the South that 


the soil is the foundation of our economic strength. 


All of the Southern states depend 
heavily upon the soil for the pro- 
duction of wealth. We remain de- 
pendent upon agriculture despite 
our rapid industrialization. And the 
factories and processing plants 
themselves depend upon the prod- 
ucts of our land. 

The land is the source of food 
and fiber for a comfortable stand- 
ard of living in peacetime and it 
becomes a vital war industry the 
moment the nation enters any 
armed conflict. 

But in another sense, the soil is 
the source of strength or weakness 
in the people who plow the farms 
and tend the machines. 

The kind of soil in which our food 
is grown has a direct effect upon 
the nutritive value of that food 
when it reaches the dinner table. 
And despite the invention of the 
vitamin pill, most Americans still 
get most of their vitamims and min- 
erals from the foods they eat. 

Scientists have repeatedly cited 
statistics to show what price Amer- 
icans have been paying for their 
careless exploitation of the soil.

And they are not solely¥ the conern 
of experts and farmers because 
the conservation of the strength 
of our soil will determine the vi- 
tality of all our people.

Retiring Chamber President 
Fred J. Turner said the chamber 
would consider it a mandate to 
take the initiative in organizing a 
united fund-raising campaign. 

The action was taken at the 95th 
annual meeting of the chamber 
which also saw the election of 
Donald M. Hastings as 1955 presi- 
dent. Hastings, president of H. G. 
Hastings Co., will take office 
Jan, 1. 


Chamber members voted on the 
united fund-raising resolution aft- 
er debating both that proposal 
and a substitute offered by Rob- 
ert S. Lyndch, president of Atlan- 
tic Steel Co., and chairman of the 
Atlanta chapter of the American 
Red Cross. 


He asked that the proposal to 
consolidate fund-raising cam- 
paigns be deferred until a joint 
committee of the chamber pre- 
sent the plan to the fund-raising 
agencies involved, and could fur- 
ther investigate the problems 
which would be raised. 


Proponents of the united cam- 
paign included Richard H. Rich, 
Ivan Allen Jr., Malon Courts and 
Jack J. McDonough. The pointed 
out that in other cities collections 
have increased while campaign 
costs have been reduced after 
united appeals were initiated.

PLAN FOR VISITORS 


Hastings told the more than 700 
members assembled at the meet- 
ing that the chamber hopes to 
make Atlanta more attractive to 
visitors next year. “In south 
Georgia,”’ he said, “they say ev- 
ery tourist is equivalent to two 
bales of cotton—and much easier 
to pick.” 

Vice President Green present- 
ed Turner with a sterling silver 
coffee urn on behalf of the 1954 
officers and directors. 


A highlight of the banquet was 
the premier showing of ‘The 
Score in ’54,”’ narrated by Tur- 
ner, showing.the progress made 
in meeting Greater Atlanta’s 
needs as underlined in a 1943 
survey. 

It emphasized, among other 
things, Atlanta's continued indus- 
trial expansion which resulted 
this year in 65 new manufactur- 
ing plants, 125 branch offices- 
warehouses, and 80 resident rep- 
resentatives of national concerns. 

These accounted for a total of 
3,500 new jobs, an additional pay- 
roll of $12 million and new capi- 
tal investment of $20 million. 

Since 1945, Turner said, the 
city has gained 800 new indus- 
tries and 1,200 branch offices and 
warehouses employing 26,000 peo- 
ple on an added payroll of $69 
million, representing capital in- 
vestments of over $100 million. 

In addition to this, he declared, 
the chamber’s industrial bureau 
has 58 commitments for con- 
struction soon. 

Turner said the chamber’s con- 
tact committee, headed by 
George Brodnax, had brought in 
325 new members this year, 
bringing total firm membership 
in the chamber to 2,200—‘‘an all- 
time high.”’

Fleeing From Fear 


Increases Problem 


Nathan F., 48, is the father 
of one of my former students. 
‘My dad was driving home 
from the Loop in our car,’’ Na- 
than’s son informed me, ‘‘when 
another smaller car crashed into 
him. Dad had the right of way, 
for he had the green light. 
“The occupants of the smaller 
car’ were seriously injured, One 
woman died before they could | 
get an ambulance and a little 
girl later died in the hospital. 
“Now the peculiar part about 
it is that my dad was cool and 
calm at the time of the acci- 
dent. He called the ambulance 
and rendered first aid. But the 
next day he began to tremble 
and feel so nervious he couldn't 
eat. He put our car in the garage 
and wouldn't. drive it. 

“Today he sold the car, and 
vows he will never drive again. 
He is making a nervous wreck 
out of himself. Dr. Crane, what 
should we do to help him?’’ 


POSITIVE THOUGHTS 

This is a tragedy of which we 
read very frequently. The father 
acted calmly at the moment of 
the accident because he saw 
things to be done quickly. 
Because a person cannot think |

He 
should resolutely have driven 
home from the wreck and pos- 
sibly taken his family out driv- 
ing. He should have stuck to the 
wheel until he conquered his fear 
instead of fleeing from it. In-

him,

Fear is like a puppy, boldly 
barking at a stranger. If the 
stranger is afraid and runs, the 
puppy will pursue him more 
vigorously. But if the stranger 
yells at the puppy in an irritated 
voice or makes as if to chase 


the latter, then the dog will flee 


in terror. 


Millions of American men and 
women are running in terror 
from similar ‘“‘puppy” fears. If 
they would turn about and face 
their fears, it wouldn’t be long 
until they could put the fears 
to rout and: then enjoy the emo- 
tional status of a free man or 
woman. 

For Nathan to forget the trag- 
edy, he should engage in active 
Join the Compliment 
Club.

Salt Cellar at Table 


Sometimes Overused 


For centuries, we have be- 
lieved that salt is important to 
health. During the last few 


challenged this belief and feel 
we should alter our time honored 
concepts. 


They agree on the importance 
of the compound but look with 
disfavor on the habit of over- 
working the sale cellar at the 
table. 


Most foods contain traces of 
this element and well-balanced 
menus supply enough to meet 
the body’s needs. The healthy 
body is able to handle additional 
quantities. 


Objections to the overuse of 
salt stem mainly from the re- 
sults of laboratory studies. When 
large amounts of sodium chlo- 
ride are added to the diet of 
chickens and rodents, the blood 
pressure rises and hardening of 
the walls of the renal arteries 
begins. 

But what happens in. chickens, 
rats, and mice does not neces- 
sarily apply to humans. Animals 
eat different foods and it is diffi- 
cult to estimate their normal 


salt requirements. 

The need and craving for salt 
is well known. Herbivorous ani- 
mals travel long distances to 
reach salt licks. History records 
that wars were fought for saline 
streams. When salt was taxable, 
smuggling was common. 

According to Dr. George 
Meneely, modern man’s appetite 
for salt no longer stems from 
the need for this compound. Its 


use is governed by culture, cus- 
tom, and food habits ingrained 
through early life. 

If this is so, how far back into 
history must we go to find the 
first human who discovered that 
salt improved the flavor of food?
